FALSE FRONT FOR 
CENTRALIZED AUTHORITY 


For many years now we have 
wondered why our system main- 
tained school boards. Their duties 
and responsibilities are so hedged 
about rules and regulations that 
the average school board has as lit- 
tle less than q false front for the 
Department of Education. The lo- 
cal board can take the blame that 
would necessarily confront the De- 
partment officials, and for that 
reason it is wise to have a group 
of men to take up the slack right 
on the ground. When it comes to 
a matter of policy the school board 
has very little authority. We re- 
call a case here in the Camrose 
School Division where the court 
over-ruled the school board, but 
the victor had little joy in her vic- 
tory. Now there is a case down in 
Okotoks where the principle of dis- 
cipline is involved, and the princ- 
ipal of the school is challenging the 
schoo] board's authority to term- 
inate his contract. We hold for 
security of tenure on the part of 
the teacher, but we also hold that 
a school board should have some 
authority in dealing with delin- 
quency of tenure, without the case 
being dragged through a_ public 
court hearing, Our troubles in Al- 
berta are no different than those 
in the United States. We recall 
reading an artical in The Saturday 
Evening Post where a women re- 
tired from the teaching profession 
when the authorities withdrew her 
right to enforce discipline in her 
classes. Her crowning experience 
Was when a thirteen year old stu- 
dent whom she was reprimandiny 
for misconduct up and kicked her 
in the shins before the entire class. 
Bound by the rules of the school, 
she was unable to enforce any dis- 
cipline upon this boy herself, She 
had to report the case to the prin- 
cipal, who had so many other 
things on his mind that he was not 
interested in her troubles. Nor did 
the parents co-operate in the ke®p- 
ing of discipline within the cliss- 
rooms. They seemed to think it 
was very smart for their own brats 
to humilate the teachers who 
should have been given the author- 
ity to maintain discipline. After 
reading some of the Okotoks evi- 
dence as it appears in the daily 
papers we would say that a copy oi 
the so-called popular novel, Peyton 
Place, had found iis way into the 


classroom and had been widely 
read,

PAYING TWICE 


When the Conceivative govern- 
ment’s refinancing scheme was first 
announced it was greeted enthus- | 
jastically by Canalian financial | 
houses, A {ine move, they all said} 
practically in unison. 

Canadian taxpayers are finding 
out bit by bit just how fine a move 
it was -—— for the financial houses 
if no one else, Finance Minister 
Fleming has now announced the 
commission rate that will be paid 
for handling the conversion bond 
issue. First there is a flat quarter 
of one per cent issuing fee, a mat- 
ter of $15 million on the $6.4 billion 
deal. Then there are commissions 
that will be paid ranging from a 
quarter to one per cent on all bonds 
not on the “restricted” list. How 
much this will amount to is impos- 
Sible to tell at the present time 
it will depend largely on how many 
bond holders choose to convert to 
the 25 year, 4's per cent bonds on 
which the highest commission is 
paid. But without doubt the total 
will reach many millions of dol- 
lars, 

This is all “money for jam" for 
the financial houses. Mr. Fleming 
emphasizes that the commissions 
average substantially less than was 
paid on savings bonds of 1955, 
and 1967. But does Mr, 


a 


look the fact that the government 
is paying commissions twice on the 
same money? No wonder there 
Was enthusiasm in some financial 
circles, It is not often that a gov- 
ernment pays two commissions to 
raise one some of money.

Are one of these canning pro- 
blems a problem of yours? 
Floating Fruit 

Conditions 

Fruit is at top in a mass. Some- 
times is all broken, probably both 
overcooked and too ripe, Sometimes 
the fruit is in good pieces but still 
floating. It’s safe to use, but of- 
ten not attractive. 

Prevention 

1. Use lighter syrup and just 

ripe fruit 

2, Allow sugar to stand on fruit 

before canning. (Strawberries 
particularly) 

3. Precook firm fruits. 

Faded Food 
Condition 

Sometimes poor preparation 
makes food lose color, Some var- 
jeties lose color more than others. 
Some fade when stored in a light 
place. Safe but not attractive. 

Prevention 

1. Prevent injury to berries, caus- 

ing escape of juice. 

2. Store in a cool and dark place. 

Despite the fact that freezing has 
become ever prominent in the last 
few years, there are still many 
fruits and vegetables like pears and 
carrots that seem to preserve more 
satisfactory with canning than 
freezing. 

There are two main requirements 
for successful canning. The first is 
to allow sufficient processing time 
to destroy all spoilage organisms 
such as yeasts, molds and bacteria. 
The second is to use air-tight con- 
tainers so that no spoilage organ- 
isms can find their way into con- 
tainers after the processing js com- 
plete, 

Before beginning to can, even 
buying and gathering any fruits 
or vegetables, it is important to 
read instructions and refresh your 
memories: Our bulletin “Home 
Canning of Fruits & Vegetables” is 
available from this office.

CANADIAN DOCTORS PIONEER 
“FROZEN SLEEP” SURGERY 


Pioneer “Frozen Sleep” surgery 
by researchers, under Dr. Wilfred 
Gordon Bigelow at University of 
Toronto, has led to the performing 
impossible operations, 
reports J.D. Ratcliffe in August 
Liberty Magazine. 

Experimenting with hibernating 
ground hogs, Dr. Biglow discover- 
ed it was possible, by reducing 
body tempearture to 68 degrees, to 
cut off blood supply to heart and 
brain for 10 to 15 minutes without 
harm. Since then, more than 1,000 
delicate operations have been pre- 
formed with the aid of “hypo- 
thermia”, as the new cooling pro- 
cess is called. 

In October 1955, Kenneth Ross, 
a 23 year-old athlete from Durham, 
Ontario, underwent three ‘“deep- 
freeze" operations in a row at Tor- 
onto General Hospital -- one on the 
main artery, near his heart, then 
two delicate brain operations a 
week later. Mrs. Sleem, a 43 year- 
old Vancouver housewife who un- 


derwent “deep-freeze” for a rheu- 
matic heart, said of the cooling 
process, “I didn't shiver at all. I 


seemed to be lulled to sleep.” One 
26 year-old women, weakened and 
wasted by a hole in her heart, was 
put to sleep and cooled to 72 de- 
grees while the hole was repaired. 
Two months later, she was doing 
housework, 


When the body is cooled below 
90 degrees, the cold itself acts as 
a pain killer and sleep producer, 
so that often, no further anesth- 
etic is necessary. And, since vir- 
tually all anesthetics are poisonous, 
hythermia has the 
tage of hastening 
difficult operations, 
cliffe,

Prizes are available that provide 
financia] assistance. The basis of 
award includes general proficiency, 
special acheivements, leadership or 
other distinquished activity. 

Loan funds are available at most 
universities and colleges from which 
student in financial need are able 
to borrow money to continue their 
education. Most loan funds are 
interest-free while the student re- 
mains at the jnstitution and usually 
for at least one year after grad- 
uation; thereafter, the loan would 
be repayable over a period of years.

TAKE ANOTHER LOOK at 
your fields to see if you have any 
perennial sow thistle. The past 
week many new patches and clumps 
of this conspicious weed are show- 
ing up in new places all over the 
di-irict. People who didn't know 
they had sow thistle now are find- 
ing them in grain fields and 
around sloughs, etc. Now is the 
time to deal with them. 

The best way that I know to kill 
the patches is with a heavy does 
of 2.4-D. Over the past three 
years we have on several occasions 
sprayed whole fields that were in 
full head just about this time of 
year. In every case on record the 
sow thistles were almost, if not 
completely destroyed with that one 
treatment of 2.4-D at 7 or 8 ounces 
of ordinary acid per acre.

ANOTHER VERSION 
OF CONVERSION ... 


The government's invitation to 
change old Victory bonds for new 
ones of the Canadian conversion 
loan was a necessary step in the 
orderly financing of this country’s 
nationa] indebtedness. Five of 
the old war-time Victory loan is- 
sues will mature within a period of 
the next few years, and government 
officials favored the sensible plan 
of refunding all five at the same 
time by means of this single new 
issue of conversion bonds. 

These new conversion bonds will 
yield a higher rate of interest as 
an inducement to  Victory-bond 
holders to convert their present 
bonds rather than cash them in. 
No one, of course, is compelled to 
accept the government's offer. It 
is qa matter for each person owning 
a V-bond to decide for himself. But 
since the rate of interest is higher 
on these conversion bonds, and be- 
cause other basic attractions of 
government bonds remain  un- 
changed, it seems likely that most 
people will accept. Within three 
days of the announcement of the 
new bonds, over one billion dollars 
of the old bonds had been con- 
verted. 

Financial experts claim that be- 
sides refunding the old debt, the 
new conversion loan will also stabi- 
lize many factors affecting the 
borrowing of funds, and clear up 
uncertainties which have lately ad- 
ded to the difficulties of bond fi- 
nancing. This should make it 
easier for municipalities and other 
borrowers to obtain the new money 
they must have in order to pay for 
the growth of essential services. 

Whether this is a true picture of 
Canada's money market or not, the 
success of the present conversion 
loan is vital to the financial stabil- 
ity of this country, since it re- 
finances indebtedness on an orderly 
basis, spread over a 25-year period.
